We are pleased to have the opportunity to present you with our new Catalog 
for the Spring of 1941. We believe you will surely find herein, varieties that you will 
be proud to have growing in your gardens this coming season; several of which will 
be bound to be popular for many years to come. It is difficult to express all our 
thanks in this short space, to the many friends of ours, who have visited us during the 
past season, and those who have expressed their appreciation for our efforts to send 
them fine bulbs of several choice varieties. We are deeply gratified indeed. 


NEW VARIETIES. You will notice that we are featuring an extra fine assort- 
ment of new releases from various originators. Some of these you have already heard 
or read about, and it is reasonably certain that all will be grown in quantity as soon 
as enough stock is available to supply the demand. These have all been carefully 
tested so as to be sure how they will respond under average growing conditions, 
right out in th field along with standard sorts. We heartily agree with some of our 
grower friends, who have maintained that no one hybridizer has a monopoly on 
quality. We feel that the efforts of all the hybridizers have contributed materially to 
the popularity of the present day gladiolus. 


EXHIBITING. We have never tried to grow extra heavy spikes expressly for 
this purpose. We know it is possible, with special cultural methods to grow wonder- 
ful spikes from even some of the older, mediocre varieties, also amazing results are 
obtained thereby with some of the newer ones that grow to a good height under 
average conditions. We found time this year to attend some major shows, which we 
enjoyed immensly. We had moderate sized trade exhibits at the Maryland, Michigan 
. and Ohio Societies Shows. We are pleased to report that we received very much 
favorable comment from those who saw our glads. All the gladiolus which were shown 
at these exhibits of ours were field grown, cut and handled the same way as we 
handle all our cut-flowers for commercial use. 


BULBS. Where do the best bulbs come from? We believe that all fairly well 
known growers are striving to produce the best quality possible. So again we say 
that no single grower has a monopoly on quality. We have received very fine stock 
from all around this country of ours. We try to have as good as the best. Our 
practice is to grow on fresh, new soil each year. Our storage is such that we can 
control the temperature, and therefore keep the bulbs at a cool temperature until 
planting time. Means are provided for proper ventilation and circulation of air. 
Thrips are not prevalent in this locality, perhaps due to the fact that we are located 
in a general farming section where no other glads etc., are being grown. Also the 
winters are always cold and therefore thrips do not live over outside. 


OUR GUARANTEE. If after receiving the bulbs from us, you find anything 
that displeases you, notify us at once and we will adjust any complaint to your com- 
plete satisfaction. Our stock is represented to be true to name, free from injurious 
diseases and insect pests, including Gladiolus Thrips. Due to so many conditions 
beyond our control, we cannot be responsible for the crop, therefore we are only 
responsible to the extent of the original purchase price.

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AMERICAN COMMANDER | 


This picture will give you an idea of what to expect from small bulbs: of 
American Commander. It is an unusually vigorous variety, and you will find that all 
sizes of bulbs produce very fine spikes. In fact one well known grower has for the 
past two seasons been shipping three foot spikes of American Commander to the 
market, grown from BULBLETS. This same grower invested a sizeable amount two 
years ago for the express purpose of commercial culture. After two seasons trial he 


feels that he has made a 
very good investment, and 
has as yet sold no bulbs, only 
cut-flowers. He told us that 
his shipments of this variety 
yielded a much larger price 
per dozen than anything else 
that he shipped, and he 
grows most of the good ones. 
This fact, together with the 
fact that American Com- 
mander is a uniform pro- 
ducer of good tall spikes that 
ship and open well when cut 
tight, makes it a variety that 
you will be glad to grow in 
quantity. Now the price is 
reasonable enough so that 
you can afford to secure en- 
ough stock to give you a 
good start in a most profit- 
able variety. 


To those of you who have 
not had the opportunity to 
see American Commander 
growing or in the showroom, 
we will describe its features. 
Color: a rich red, self color, 
no markings or flakeing. A 
color that seems to take well 
everywhere. Not a dark red, 
nor is it an orangy or sal- 
mony red. Growth: taller than any variety we have grown. It really stand out 
in the field. Uniformity and vigor are some of its desirable features. Visitors seeing 
it in our field this summer were amazed to find that there was really a variety that 
showed this tendency so strongly. Foliage: broad, dark green and healthy. Stem: 
stout and straight, uniformly so. Flower head: long and well proportioned. From the 
larger sized bulbs, usually carrying twenty buds with six to ten open in good condi- 
tion. Floret: plain petaled, size being often above six inches. Propogation: good. 
Produccs bulblets better than the average red. Bulblets are of moderate size, but 
germinate well and produce bulbs of good size and shape. Bulbs keep well. Blooming 
date: midseason, about 80 days.
